Physics College Course 


Atomic Age Physics is the title 
of a three semester unit class be- 
ing given over KCRA Television, 
Channel 3, starting Monday 
morning, from 6.30 a.m. to 7 am, 

The program is designed pri- 
marily for high school teachers 
of science, but will also be oft 
value to college students planning 
to feach smence those concerned 
about the importance of science 
in education, engineers who 
to enhance their knowledge of 
physics, and those who are mM 
terested in obtaining a better 
understanding of recent develop- 
ments in the scientific world. Pre- 
requesite to the course ig high 
schoo! algebra and geometry 

The purpose of the telecasts 
is to dernonstrate techniques es- 
sential to effective teaching of 
basic principles of physics, and 
to provide students, primarily 
high school smence teachers, with 
up-to-date information concern- 
ing recent developments in 
recent developments in physics. 

The first semester course will 
last from Monday to February. 
Demonstration perods of 30 min- 
utes each during the first semes- 
ter will be devoted to those as- 
pects of physics necessary for an 
understanding of atomic and nmu- 
clear physics. A second semester 
program will begin in February 
and continue through June 5 The 
entire series will consist of 80 
lectures 

The national teacher will be 
Dr. Harvey EF. White, professor 
and vice chairman of the depart- 
ment of physics at the University 
of California at Berkeley 

A carefully selected group of 
physicists are serving as consult- 
ants. Demonstrations and expert- 
anents will be an integral part 
of the course. The TV presenta- 
tions will We supplemented by 
reading assignments, problem 
solving, and examinations 

Three semester units of upper 
division credit will be offered in 
the extension program tor the 
fall for Physics 100T, In the 
spring the course will be Physics 
101T for three units. The regis 
tration fee will be $25.50 per 
semester, payable October 4 at 
me first class meeting.

High-level lecture series en- 
titled, Space Technology will be- 
gin October 28 at 7 p.m. in 111 
Physics building. 

Flight dynarnics, interplanetary 
operations, rocket propulsion, 
magneto-aerodynamics, and space 
medicine are a few of the subjects 
to be discussed by such men as 
Dr. William Pickering, Dr.

What Is Jazz?

In the last article I attempted 
1o define what I considered to be 
jazz. This week I would like to 
discuss what I do not consider 
10 be jazz. 

For a starter we should work 
on the grand daddy of this argu- 
ment, Paul Whiteman. Whiteman 
mede a jot of money with the 
word jazz. He had a lot of jazz 
musicians in his orchestra, and 
many of the top ones of the day. 
Beiderbecke, Teagarden and Car- 
michael to name just a few. But 
for the most part these artists 
were restricted to playing Gersh- 
win-type tunes. Some of the songs 


were not too bad, but at that 
time Whiteman had for his ar- 
ranger, Ferde Grofe. Grofe, bet- 


ter known for his Grand Canyon 


Suite, was determined to apply 
syncopated jazz to classical music 
‘or was it the other way 
eround?) 

Aside from the fact that the 
plan was never a great success 
(there are still some trying it, 
but obviously each form has its 
own characteristics that makes 
it what it is), the musicians were 
held responsible to playing the 


arrangements as put down by 
Grofe. This restricted their per- 
sonal styalization, which is the 
very sou] of jazz. And because

Another type of music that 
people often refer to as jazz is 
rock and roll, Rock and roll is, 
in some respects derived from the 
old tune blues. Some of their sim- 
ilarities are that both emphas.ze 
a strong beat, and rather lusty 
phrasing of the lyrics. But para- 


doxically, their differences lie in 
the same areas as their similari- 
tie 

While the blues does have a 


strong beat, it does not become 


monotonous, as rock and roll's 
beat often does. The old blues 
music has a variation in its 
theme, as good music should 
The blues has lyrics with 
meaning and are a result of a 


cultural condition, rock and roll’s 
lyrics seldom have any meaning 
in relation to the realities of a 
culture group. For example, one 
of Elvis Presley's early records 
has the line, “I fee) like an itchy 
man in a fuzzy tree.” 

people have said that 
rock and roll, like the blues and 
other forms of jazz, is a folk 
music because it is so close to the 
people and accepted by so many. 
A true folk music arises from 
the cultural conditions of a 
people just as the blues did. But 
rock and roll is played com- 
mercially because of several rea- 
sons, It is simple to listen to and 
demands a mass audience, en- 
abling advertisers to reach a 
large number of people. There- 
fore many dise jockeys carry 
rock and roll to raise their rate 
ing, and to bring in revenue, 
Many of the musicians who play 
the music do so because of the 
money fector.
